MAKING FRIENDS WITH JOBS. 
Are we on friendly terms with our 
jobs? 
If not, why not? 
These are 
questions which sooner or later we 
must all answer for ourselves and to­ 
day more than ever we should be able 
to know exactly where we stand. 
There are times when our jobs do not 
seem to be on friendly terms with us, 
and, as a rule, in such circumstances 
we do not waste time and thought in 
bewailing the fact but get down to 
business right away and seek the so­ 
lution of the problem. 
It is when 
work is to be had for the taking, when 
easy hours and big pay are the rule, 
and when we know that we have w hat 
is known at a “cinch” that we really 
become dissatisfied. 
We proceed un­ 
consciously on the old principle that 
the more we have the more we want, 
and it is not very long before we begin 
to lose our heads and place no limi­ 
tation at all upon our desires. 
Easy 
occupation, easy to accomplish 
and 
easy to find, does not promote ambi­ 
tion and the worker soon pays the 
penalty of lack of responsibility. 
He 
becomes dissatisfied in spite of the 
salary he draws, and before long ac­ 
knowledges to himself that it is the 
salary that attracts him, not the work 
itself nor the opportunities it may 
chance to offer. These are those who 
look only to the mercenary side of 
life and who measure the importance 
of work by the income it brings, never 
by the good results it accomplishes. 
Of course, money is very necessary to 
our physical well-being, and the big 
salaries offered are tempting to every­ 
one, but, for all the arguments that 
the world may use in its favor, money 
does not spell existence. 
There are 
other things just as necessary and it 
is difficult at times to adapt ourselves 
to the prevailing abnormal conditions. 
If we do not like our work wre can­ 
not be on friendly terms with it, for 
the man who presses forward to suc­ 
cess is bound to take pride in the re­ 
sults he achieves. Nowadays the ap­ 
peal of the wrork itself seems to count 
for very little if the salary attached 
to it is attractive enough. 
There are 
many persons, however, today who 
are forced through circumstances to 
surrender the career upon which they 
have embarked because it does not 
yield sufficient returns to enable them 
to live under existing conditions. Such 
persons leave behind them a part of 
their lives when they part from the 
work in which they have taken pride 
and satisfaction. 
They enter new* 
spheres of activity uncertain as to the 
future and handicapped because of 
their experience in lines which have 
not fitted them for present efforts. 
Such persons, if any, have a right not 
to be on friendly terms with their 
work just at first, but they will pay 
the cost if they are not able to adapt 
themselves to it and extract from it 
some return besides the compensation 
for the sacrifice they have made. Of 
course, there are many who do not see 
how a position that pays well regard­ 
less of its appeal or lack of appeal to 
the worker can be sidestepped for one 
that is more congenial but less remun­ 
erative. 
These are details, however, 
that count largely with workers w hose 
sincerity is a marked characteristic. 
a ------------ 
“This overall wearing movement,”

The note to Germany concerning 
the reduction of German military 
strength to 100,000 men has been 
sent to the Berlin government, but 
the communication regarding dis­ 
armament has not as yet been dis­ 
patched.

'CRUCIFIED1 IN MEXICO 


M ex ico City. June 23.— Dr. Jose 
di Gabriele, the Italian religious 
zealot who was crucified by the 
Indian inhabitants of Tequizistlan, 
Oaxaca, last Friday, arrived recent­ 
ly in Mexico City, en rout** to his 
home in Paehuea. apparently little 
the worse physically, hut still har­ 
boring his beliefs. 
Di Gebiele appealed in Oaxaca 
early in Lent, proclaiming himself 
to be the Savior and so worked on 
the superstitious and ignorant In­ 
dians that they crucified him, using 
railway spikes to nail him to a 
rude cross.
